[I am taking as my text a benediction with which Paul 
concluded the doctrinal portion of the Epistles to the Ro- 


mans. 


_ “Now the God of hope fill you with all joy and peace in 
believing, that ye may abound in hope, through the power of 
the Holy Ghost.”—Rom. 15:13. 


The Christian life is emphasized 
throughout the Epistles by such 
terms as wealth, riches, fullness, 


abundance. The Apostle Paul 
even talks of the “exceeding 
abundant.” He talks about a 


joy that is unspeakable and full 
of glory, peace that passeth under- 
standing, and love beyond knowl- 
edge. These and other terms of 
this .character signify that the 
Christian life—shall I say the 
standard Christian life; I am not 
talking about something extreme, 
but the standard Christian, life— 
is a life of depth and fullness and 
power. I am not saying that all 
Christians live that kind of Chris- 
tian life. I wish I could, for I 
have a feeling that if we could say 
that about the Christians of the 
world today we would ‘be living 
in a vastly different world than

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ness is found in me.” That was 
Jesus of Nazareth. If you are 
going to preach the truth from 
the fifty-third chapter of Isaiah, 
you must preach Jesus. There is 
no escaping that. He “began at 
the same scripture, and preached 
unto him Jesus.” And I presume 
that as he preached he told him 
how men and women were accept- 
ing Jesus as the Messiah. And 
I would not wonder that he said to 
him, “And when they accept Him 
as the Messiah they are baptized 
and confess their faith in that 
way.” Maybe he told him what 
baptism meant. At any rate, in 
the midst of the conversation the 
black man broke in with these 
words: ‘See, here is water. What 
hinders me from being baptized ?’ 
And here yoy find a real candidate 
for baptism. Philip said, “If thou 
believest with all thine heart, thou 
mayest.” 

He said, “I believe that Jesus 
Christ is the Son of God.” 


Philip stopped the chariot, took 
him down into the water, and 
baptized him. And the Ethiopian 
went on his way—how? Rejoic- 
mg! That is how men go on their 
way when they obey God, when 
they take God’s way. They go 
on their way with their hearts 
full of joy. 

The other example is in the 
sixteenth chapter of the book of 
the Acts. This is more striking. 
Here you have the jailer who had 
punisheqd Paul and Silas cruelly 
a few hours before. He had put 
them in the inner prison and made 
their feet fast in the stocks. Then 
that night that great earthquake 
came. The prison doors were 
opened. The jailer who had 
treated them so cruelly came rush- 
ing out to see if the prisoners 
were al] there. When he saw 
what had happened he took his 
sword and was going to pierce his 
own heart with it. Paul said, ‘Do 
thyself no harm: for we dre all 
here. We are not going to try 
to run away.’ 
which I suppose we would call 
conviction came upon that man 
terrifically. He ran over and fell 
down before the preachers and 
said, “Sirs, what must I do to 
be saved?” 

They answered, “Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt 
be saved, and thy house.” And 
then what is the next word? “And 
.-. he... rejoiced, believing in 
God with all his house.” 

Do you see it, friend? Joy is 
the immediate result of believing 
in the Lord Jesus Christ as 
Saviour. 

Now the experience is a per- 
sonal one. I am in sort of a 
reminiscent mood these days. 
Within the last six weeks I have 
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And that thing 


had two birthdays. I am in my 
eight-fourth year, speaking of the 
natural birthday. And I cele- 
brated my _ sixty-fifth spiritual 
birthday last Sunday. So I have 
hag two birthdays, you see. I 
want to tell you about how that 
happened. 


I was a godless boy without any 
knowledge of the Book, without 
any knowledge of church life, and 
without any love in my heart for 
church people. I thought Chris- 
tians were the most. miserable 
people onearth. AndIdid not have 
anything to do with them. But 
one night in my little town in 
Canada where I worked as Aa 
blacksmith I saw a company of 
people gathered in a group quite 
a ways up the street. I thought 
maybe it was a fight or something. 
A fight was the most exciting 
thing we had in our town! There 
was generally a fight once a week. 
I ran up to see if there was a 
little war on. 


And, brethren, I got the sight of 
my life. I saw a little woman 
standing on a box or chair. She 
was not a Salvation Army officer, 
though she afterwards became one. 
She was the contralto soloist in 
the great Metropolitan Church of 
the city of Toronto. She had been 
greatly impressed and blessed by 
the Salvation Army work in 
Toronto which had opened in 
Canada about that time. She came 
to visit some friends in my town, 
relatives of hers, and was im- 
pressed with the wickedness of 
the little place. She challenged a 
dozen or so women to go with her 
out into the street. She sang and 
I suppose testified. I do not 
recall any testimony; it, was just 
the song. And, friends, she could 
sing! She had a wonderful voice. 
She had her face turned up to 
Heaven and she was singing what 
to me was a brand-new song. It 
was about Calvary. It was the 
gospel. (You know you can sing 
the gospel as well as preach the 
gospel. I would not wonder if 
when we get to Heaven we find a 
great many people who are there 
through some gospel song they 
heard. 


This song was about Calvary, 
“When I survey the Wondrous 
Cross.” After every verse she 
hag a refrain, 

O Calvary, dark Calvary; 

Speak to my heart from 

Calvary! 
God spoke to my heart. I can- 
not explain it to you. It became 
very real to me. When she got 
to the end of the hymn I felt just 
as the writer felt: 

Were the whole 

nature mine, 
That were a present far too 
small; 

Love so amazing, so divine, 

Demands my soul, my life, 
my all. 

And I believe I was born again 
right there on that corner. I had 
never heard that expression, did

not know anything about’ the 
Book. There was no _ preacher 
there to help me. (Indeed, I 
think that was the reason I 


got on so well!) At any rate, I 
knew that something wonderful 
had happened in my soul and in 
my life. 

I went home (and this is what 
I wanted to tell you) and thought 
I would tell my mother when I 
went in the door. My mother al- 
ways said, “Is that you, Peter?” 

I would say, “Yes.” 

I thought, “When she says that 
tonight I will say, ‘Mother, I 
have something I want to tell 
you.’ ”’ 

She said it all right. She said, 
“Is that you?” but I did not make 
the little testimony, did not give 
her the story. I went upstairs 
to bed. When I got ready for 
bed I knelt down to pray. I had 
never done it before in my life. 
I just knelt down to pray, and 
intuitively I found myself ad- 
dressing God as “my dear heaven- 
ly Father.” 

Paul in speaking about the birth 
of Jesus, what we speak of tra- 
ditionally as the _ incarnation, 
says, “Whén the fulness of the 
time was come, God sent forth 
his Son, made of a woman, made 
under the taw, To redeem them 
that were under the law, that we 
might receive the adoption of 
sons.” And now listen: “And 
because ye are sons, God hath 
sent forth the Spirit of his Son 


* 
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into your hearts, crying, Abba, 
Father” (Gal. 4:4-6). That is 
experience; that is not theology. 
That is something you know for 
yourself. And that is what hap- 
pened to me. God did send forth 
the spirit of sonship into my 
heart, crying, “Abba, Father.” 
And I have been calling Him my 
dear heavenly Father for sixty- 
five years. I have never doubted. 
When I read in the Scripture about 
being born again I said, “That is 
it! I was born again. I am a 
new creature in Christ Jesus. Old 
things are pased away.” 

“The first song I learned to sing 
in those days is a song all of you 


could sing without a book. It is so) 
simple: 
At the cross, at the cross 


where I first saw 
light, 
And the burden of my heart 
rolled away, 
It was there by faith I 
received my sight, 
And now I am happy all 
day! 
I sang that as «u poy and I am 
still singing it, for I am a happy 
old man. Isn't it a great thing” 
Isn’t it a great thing to be a 
child of the living God? Isn't it 
a great thing to know there is 
nothing between, to know that no 
matter what happens all is well, 
for al) is well with your soul? 
That is your blessed privilege. 
That-is experience. “The joy of 
the Lord is your strength.” The 
joy of the Lord, or the song of 
the Lord comes into a fellow’s 
soul when he gets right with the 
Lord Jesus Christ and is rightly 
relateq to Him.

Before I come to my next point | 


I think I qught to say that that 
joy may be lost. And I am afraid 
a great many Christians have 
lost it. If you lose that joy you 
weaken your testimony or lose 
your testimony. 

In the fifty-first Psalm, David 
is making his confession after 
that dark year in his life. He did 
not sing any songs during that 
year. He said he grew old during 
that year. He said his bones 
waxed old through his groanings. 
He was trying to cover up his 
sin. But that fifty-first Psalm 
is his confession. As he makes 
his confession of his failure and 
sin and cries to God for purging 
and cleansing he says, “Restore 
unto me the joy of thy salvation.” 
Then he says, “Then will I teach 
transgressors thy ways; and sin- 
ners shall be converted unto thee.” 
You do not teach many trans- 
gressors the way when you are 
backslidden. You do not impress 
many people favorably with your 
Christianity if you are living in a 
packslidden condition or with un- 
confessed sin in your heart and 
in your life. The joy of the Lord 
is your strength. That is the 
teaching of tht Book. 

Christians May Be Filled 

With Peace 

Joy is the active aspect of 
Christian experience. Peace is 
the passive. “Fill you with all 
joy and peace,” says Paul. You 
see, the Bible teaches us that the 
natural man is estranged from 
God. And if you have had any 
experience in dealing with human- 
ity about getting right with God 
or about eternal things, you will 
find that your experience con- 
firms what the Book teaches on 
this point. The natural man is 
estranged from God. Indeed, Paul 
says that the natural man cannot 
receive the things that are of the 
Spirit of God, neither can he 
know them. He cannot know them, 
no matter how well he is educated 
or what else he knows the things 
of God unless he has the Spirit of 
God. “They are spiritually dis- 
cerned” (I Cor. 2:14). Paul, 
speaking of the natural man, says, 
“The carnal mind is enmity 
against God: for it is not subject 
to the law of God, neither indeed 
can be” (Rom. 8:7). Hence, he 
must be born again. In his natural 
state a man cannot receive the 
things of God, he cannot enjoy the 
things of God, he cannot know 
the things of God. 

I have tried this out. You can 
get in a train, sit down beside a 
man and talk to him about most 
anything—about the war, about 
politics, or the wonderful election 


you had over here a little while 


ago! (The prophets failed badly 
on that one!)

Dig you ever notice—and to me 
this is very significant. The last 
words He said to the disciples 
before He went over the brook 
into the garden and then to the 
judgment hall and to the cross 
were these: “These things have I 
spoken unto you”-~—-what things? 
All’ those wonderful truths in 
John 13, 14, 15, 16. They came 
from His lips and heart in the 
Jast hour of His life, you might 
say. “These things have I spoken 
unto you, that in me ye might 
have peace. In the world ye shall 
have tribulation: but be of: good 
cheer; I have overcome the world” 
(John 16:33). You see, this peaee 
is compatible with tribulation, 
with trouble. “In the world ye 
shall have tribulation: but be of 
good cheer; I have overcome the 
world.” Oh, I do not wonder that 
Paul said, “I am not ashamed of 
the gospel of Christ.” This is 
the gospel. Believe in Jesus, and 
He who died to reconcile us to 
God by His death, fills our hearts 
with His own precious peace. 
Wonderful story of love! 


But there.is another word. It is 
not only peace with God; it is also 
peace with yourself. He does not 
leave you with any accusing sin 
festering in your conscience. No! 
Blessed be God! He not only 
forgives but He also cleanses us 
from all unrighteousness.

Dress Answered

the man would be wrong to wear 
the ring. 

More light on this is given in 
I Peter 3:3: 

“Whose adorning let it not 
be that outward adorning of 
plaiting the hair, and of wear- 
ihe of gold, or of putting on of 
apparel,” : | 

It is obvious that the meaning 
is that no woman should depend 
upon her plaiteg hair or her gold 
ornaments or her clothes for her 
beauty. But the Scripture cer- 
tainly does not forbid plaiting ‘the 
hair or wearing gold unless it also 
forbids putting on apparel, which 
we know it does not forbid. 

But the Bible does require that 
“women adorn themselves in 
modest apparel, with shamefaced- 
ness and sobrietyg What is mod- 
est apparel? 

The first time this question of 
modest dress comes up in the Bi- 
ble is in Genesis 2:25 and Gene- 
sis 3:7-10. In the Garden of Eden 
before sin came in, Adam and 
Eve lived .. together without 
clothes, and we are told, “And 
they were both naked, the man 
and his wife, and were not 
ashamed” (Gen. 2:25). They had 
no sin and so there could not be 
any sense of shame. 

Then after both had _ sinned, 
they felt their nakedness and 
made themselves clothing. Gene- 
sis 3:7-11 says: 


“And the eyes of them both believe, 


| 


were opened, and they knew 
that they were naked; and they 
sewed fig leaves together, and 
made themselves aprons. And 
they heard the voice of the 
Lord God walking in the gar- 
den in the cool of the day: and 
Adam and his wife hid them- 
selves from the presence of the 
Lord God amongst the trees of 
the garden. And the Lord God 
called unto Adam, and said un- 
to him, Where art thou? And 
he said, I heard thy voice in 
the garden, and I was afraid, 
because I was naked; and I hid 
myself. And he said, Who told 
_thee that thou wast naked? 
Hast thou eaten of the tree, 
whereof I commanded thee that 
thou shouldest not eat?” 


When Adam and Eve had 


sinned they: felt that they were 


naked. They sewed -fig leaves to- 
gether to make themselves ap- 
rons. Those were poor, flimsy 
garments. They remind us of the 
sorry ways that sinners try to 
cover their own sins or work out 
their own salvation. But the Lord 
had pity on them. Genesis 3:21 
says, “Unto Adam also and to his 
wife did the Lord Gog make coats 
of skins, and clothed them.” I 
suppose that is the first blood 


ever shed in the earth, when God. 


killed innocent animals and made 
of their skins coats for Adam and 
Eve. And these garments were 
typical of the imputed righteous- 
ness of Christ which is bought by 
His blood and applied to us who 
in God’s mercy. 


From these Scriptures it is 
clear that God intended people te 
cover their bodies with clothing, 
for decency. A man and his wife 
alone in the Garden of Eden with 


not another soul present and with 
no sin to be ashamed of could 
very sweetly ignore the fact of 
their naked bodies. Before the 
fall women did not have so fre- 
quent times of conception (see 
Gen. 3:16), and it is very likely 
that sex matters were not then a 
constant temptation as they now 
often are. At any rate, these two, 
Adam and Eve who after their 
fall, confessed their sins and, we 
believe, were forgiven, but saw 
their need for clothing to cover 
their bodies. And God Himself 
approved their desire for clothing 
and made them durable garments 
of skins. 


So when we wear clothes we 
thus confess that we are frail and 
weak and sinning people, needing 
the mercy of God. And as our 
clothing covers the nakedness of 
our bodies, so God in His mercy, 
with the righteousness of Christ, 
covers. and hides our sins. It is 
not strange that arrogant infidels 
sometimes try to foung nudist 
colonies. But good Christians 
never do. 

In the nature of the case, then, 
modest clothing should be the 
mark of a Christian, since the 
very fact that we wear clothing 
indicates that we realize we are 
frail, sinful, tempted people.

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According to the Bible, nudity 
is a great sin. This is made clear 
in the story of the broken law and 
the golden calf, as told in Exdous, 
chapter 32. The people brought to 
Aaron their golden earrings and 
Aaron made a golden calf, molten 
and then fashioned with a grav- 
ing tool. Exodus 32:6 tells us of 
the people, “And théy rose up 
early on the morrow, and offered 
burnt-offerings, and brought 
peace-offerings: and the people 
sat down to eat and to drink, and 
rose up to play.” 


And these people who gave 
themselves over to idolatry im- 
mediately after God had brought 
them out of bondage in Egypt 
with great signs and wonders, 
after they drank and rose up to 
play, took off their clothes! For 
in the same chapter, verses 25- 
27 say: 

“And when Moses saw that 
the people were naked; (for 
Aaron had made them naked 
unto their shame among their 
enemies:) Then Moses stood in 
the gate of the camp, and said, 
Who is on the Lord’s side? let 
him come unto me. And all the 
sons of Levi gathered themsel- 
ves together unto him. And he 
said unto them, Thus saith the 
Lord God of Israel, Put every. 
man his sworg by his side, and 
go in and out from gate to gate 
throughout the camp, and slay 
every man his brother, and 
every man his companion, and 
every man his  neighbour.”’— 
Exod. 32:25-27. 

“The people were naked; (for 
Aaron had made them naked un- 
to their shame among their ene- 
mies:)”And what was Moses’ 
reaction to this throng of nude 
people? He immediately com- 
manded the sons of Levi to come 
with swords and go among the 
people to slay. And verse 28 tells 
us that some three thousand peo- 
ple were killed that day! The 
worship of the golden calf was 
bad enough. But it was when 
Moses saw that the people were 
naked that he immediately com- 
manded the Levites to begin to 
slay the offenders. Only by such 
drastic action could the wrath of 
God be turneg away from the 
people of Israel. Sin must be pun- 
ished. And nudity was itself a 
terrible sin, bringing the judg- 
ment of God; and in this case it 
helped to bring the death penalty. 

We cannot avoid the conclusion 
that there is a spiritual reason 
why Christians ought to wear 
enough clothes to be modestly 
covered. 


Ii. Why Not Fewer Clothes 

for Health so There Wotld 
Be No Secrecy and No 
Morbid Interest in Sex? 


Such is the second question 
asked above. And, surprisingly 
enough, the question has been 
considered by some sensible peo- 
ple. But the answer is very sim- 
ple. 

First, nudity does not make for 
better health. God made the hu- 
man body:for clothes. Other ani- 
mals are clothed with fur. If apes 
would have better health without 
having the body covered, God 
would not have covéreq their 
bodies with fur. If dogs or horses 
or cows would have better health 
with the skin exposed directly to 
the sun and air and temperature, 
God would not have covered them 
with hair. No, birds would not be 
more healthful without feathers, 
nor whales without their layer of 
blubber, nor any other kind of 
animal without covering. It is 
foolish to suppose that man, of 
all living things, woulg be better 
off without covering! Exercise 
and open air is desirable. Sun- 
shine is desirable. But one can 
get enough sunshine in the face 
and hands and through clothing. 
Some men freckle through a cot- 
ton shirt, and the sun carries on 
its blessed work through clothes. 


Anyone who thinks that nudity 
would be for better health is un- 
scientific as well as unscriptural 
in his conclusions. People need 
clothing for protection against 
the sun, against varying tempera- 
ture, and against the rain, as well 
as for the sake of modesty. 


It is equally false that with 
fewer clothes or no clothes there 
would be no morbid interest in 
sex. The actual truth is that in 
these modern times when the hu- 
man body is displayed openly and 
without shame, not only in shows 
and on the screen, but on bathing 
beaches and elsewhere, the in- 
‘terest in sex is more morbid and 
powerful than was the case in the 
old days when people. dressed 
modestly and when honorable and 
decent men were not familiar 
with a woman’s body until they 
married. The more exposure of 
the human body, the more inter- 
est in sex, and the more sex sin. 
The experience of the race proves 
that fact beyond any controversy. 


Sex hunger is natural and in- 
nate, but it may be developed and 
is stirred and emphasized by at- 
tention to such matters and by 
temptation. Would you say that if 
you give children a little taste of 
ice cream’ when they are young 
they will never want ice cream? 
Or would you say that if one 
gives little children regularly a 
toddy of whisky or the taste of 
beer, that they will never be 
tempted to drink? Some foolish 
people have made such a claim. 
But the facts prove the claim 
unfounded. People who get ac- 
customed to the taste of alcoholic 
drink grow fond of it. Some men 
who were given sips of toddy or 
brandy when they were little chil- 
dren tell me that they had an 
incurable craving for liquor long 
before they were grown and that 
they became drunkards the first 
time they ever were free to drink. 
It is simply not true that to put 
people into temptation early 
makes it so they will not be 
tempted later. The innate sex in- 
stinct shoulq be kept under con- 
trol and kept somewhat dormant 
until a man and woman marry 
and have their own home. 


Even sex education ought to be 
limited in quantity, ought to be 
impersonal, and ought not to be 
given in mixed classes. To unduly 
center people’s minds on sex 
teads to temptation, and thus to 
evil. 


Ill. Is It All Right for Chil- 
dren to See Father and 
Mother Bathe and Dress, 
so They May Become 
Familiar With the 
Human Body and 
Differences 
in Sex? 


No! Any such procedure is 
clearly forbidden in the Bible. 

In Genesis 9:20-27 we have the 
following example given: 


“And Noah began to be an 
husbandman, and he planted a 
vineyard: And he drank of the 
wine, and was drunken; and he 
was uncovered within his tent. 
And Ham, the father of Cana- 
an, saw the nakedness of his 
father, ang told his two breth- 
ren without. And Shem and 
Japheth took a garment, and 
laid it upon both their shoul- 
ders, and went backward, and 
covered the nakedness of their 
father; and their faces were 
backward, and they saw not 
their father’s nakedness. And 
Noah awoke from his wine, and 
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knew what his younger son had 
done unto him. And he said, 
Cursed be Canaan; a servant of 
servants shall he be unto his 
brethren. And he said, Blessed 
be the Lord God of Shem; and 
Canaan shall be his. servant. 
God shall enlarge Japheth, and 
he shall dwell in the tents of 
Shem; and Canaan shall be his 
servant.” 

Noah should not have been 
drunk. Some scholars believe that 
grape juice never fermented be- 
fore the flood, and that Noah had 
never drunk fermented wine be- 
fore. At any rate, Noah was 
drunken and lay naked in his 
tent. Ham saw the nakedness of 
his father and remarked about it 
to his brothers. The other two 
brothers modestly took a gar- 
ment, laid it upon their shoulders, 
went backward and covered the 
nakedness of their father, being 
careful not to see their father’s 
uncovered body. And Noah, with 
the gift of prophecy, pronounced 
a curse upon Canaan, the son of 
Ham, because of Ham’s sin, and 
pronounceg a blessing upon Shem 
and Japheth because they very 
modestly and properly revered 
their father and would not look 
upon his nakedness. So one can- 
not read the first nine chapters 
in the Bible without finding. that 
it is a sin for children to observe 
the uncovered bodies of their 
mother or father. 


In Mosaic law, the Lord very 
clearly commandeg that one 
should not uncover the nakedness 
of any near of kin. These instruc- 
tions are given in Leviticus 18:6- 
16 as follows: 


“None of you shall approach 
to any that is near of: kin to 
him, to uncover their naked- 
ness: I am the Lord. The naked- 
ness of thy father, or the naked- 
ness of thy mother, shalt thou 
not uncover: she is thy mother; 
thou shalt not uncover her 
nakedness. The nakedness of 
thy father’s wife shalt thou not 
uncover: it is thy father’s 
nakedness. The nakedness of 
thy sister, the daughter of thy 
father, or daughter of thy 
mother, whether she be born at 
home, or born abroad, even 
their nakedness thou shalt not 
uncover. The nakedness .of thy 
son’s daughter, or of thy daugh- 
ter’s daughter, even their naked- 
ness thou shalt not uncover: 
for their’s is thine own naked- 
ness. The nakedness of thy fa- 
ther’s wife’s daughter, begotten 
of thy father, she is thy sister, 
thou shalt not uncover her 


cover the nakedness Of thy fa- 
ther’s sister: she is thy father’s 
near kinswoman. Thou shalt 
not uncover the nakedness of 
thy mother’s sister; for she is 
thy mother’s near kinswoman. 
Thou shalt not uncover the 
nakedness of thy father’s 
brother, thou shalt not ap- 
proach to his wife: she is thine 
aunt. Thou shalt not uncover 
the nakedness of thy daughter 
in law: she is thy son’s wife; 
thou shalt not uncover her 
nakedness. Thou shalt not un- 
cover the nakedness of thy 


, brother’s wife: it is thy broth- 


er’s nakedness,” 

Every Christian ought to get a 
new idea‘of the reason for wear- 
ing plenty of clothes when he 
sees that God makes an issue of 
it and counts it a great sin for 
one to see the nakedness of his 
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nakedness. Thou shalt not un-_ | 


tory over sin when there is less 
temptation. And that is just as 
true in sex matters as in other, 
matters. 


What a sin it is for Christian 
girls to dress so that they con- 
tinually arouse sex desire and ‘|

- There is a proper reverence for 
the human body. One should re- 
spect his own body and cover it. 
One should respect the body of 
others near of kin and not seek 
to uncover them, the Scripture 
teaches. There is no such prohi- 
bition between a man and his 
wife, because “they two shall be- 
come one flesh,’ the Scripture 
says. 

Ungodly and infidel men in 
various sex books have suggested 
that children be allowed to watch 
their fathers and mothers dress 
and bathe in order that they 
might become familiar with the 
differences in sexes. Strangely 
enough, recently a Christian 
magazine published an _ article 
written by a nice Christian wom- 
an in which she advocated this 
unholy practice. I am sure she 
did not know that it was so stout- 
ly forbidden in the Bible.

I. The Promise of His Return 
1. According to Scripture 


The Lord Jesus Christ Himself, 
according to the Scriptures, says 
He is coming back, 


“For the Son of man shall come 
in the glory of his Father with his 
angels; and then he shall reward 
every man _ according to his 
works.”’——Matt. 16:27. 

“When the Son of man shall 
come in his glory, and all the holy 
angels with him, then shall he sit 
upon the throne of his glory: And 
before him shall be gathered all 
nations; and he shall separate 
them one from another, as a 
shepherd divideth his sheep from 
the goats.’’—Matt. 25:31, 32. 

“If I will that he tarry till I 
come, what is that to thee? follow 
thou me.”—John 21:22. 

To disbelieve the second coming 
of Christ is to disbelieve Jesus 
Christ Himeslf. 


According to the Scriptures, the 
apostles believed Jesus would 
come again. Paul ought to be an 
authority on the second coming 
of Christ: 

“For our conversation is in 
heaven; from whence we also look 
for the Saviour, the Lord Jesus 
Christ; Who shall change our 


“vile body, that it may be fashioned 


like: unto his glorious body, ac- 
cording to the working whereby he 
is able even to subdue al] things 
‘unto himself.”—Phil. 3:20, 21. 
“Looking for that blessed hope, 
and, the glorious appearing of the 


‘great God and our Saviour Jesus 


Christ.”—Titus 2:13. 
Paul says the second coming of 
Christ is our only hope. Paul says,

V. What Are Some Practical 


Rules for Modestyin - 


Clothing ? 


Let me modestly suggest some 
rules that I think would be help- 
ful to women and girls in obeying 
the Sriptural command to adorn 
themselves with modest apparel. 

First, Christians should be more 
conservative in dress than worldly 
people. If the fashion is for skirts 
that are too short, so that decent, 
modest girls are often embar- 
rassed to have their legs exposed 
and decent men are embarrassed 
and tempted, then a Christian 
Should wear skirts somewhat 
longer than those who keep up 
with the styles. If worldly women 
follow an extreme style in low- 
‘cut dresses, Christian women 
‘should not go so far as worldly 
‘women do. 

Second, a Christian girl or wom- 
an should not intentionally em- 
‘phasize sex nor try to have sex 
appeal-for men. It seems to me ob- 
vious that for any Christian wom- 
an to dress so as to reveal her 
‘breasts or to call special attention 
' to them is wrong. It seems to me 
‘that.for any Christian woman to 
‘call attention to her legs and try 


~to get people to notice them is 


wrong. Any effort to attract at- 


tention to her sex and to exercise 


- gex appeal is wicked and inexcusa- 
ble, in my judgment. 


. . Thirds. Christian women ought 
not to make themselves conspicu- 
ous by being unnecessarily differ- 
ent from other nice people. For 
example, if other women wear 
their skirts too short, Christian 
women surely ought to have theirs 
a little below the knee. But for 
Christian women to have their 
dresses down nearly to the floor 


and be obviously calling attention’ 


to themselves does not seem to 
me to’be wise or helpful. It is not 
specially modest just to be dowdy. 
Whenever matters of principle re- 
Quire it, a Christians should be 
decidely different from unsaved 
people. For instance, Christian 
women ought to wear their hair 
long, aga because the Scripture 


plainly commands that in I Corin- 
thians 11:1-16. But to intentional- 
_{ly. be so different -as to attract 
attention is certainly not helpful 
nor modest. 

Fourth, a Christian should set 
out to observe the spirit of the 
Scriptures where they speak in 
matters of dress. That would in- 
volve long hair for a Christian 
woman, as mentioned above; it 
would mean that she should not 
wear elothes which pertain to a 
man, according to Deuteronomy 
22:5. It would mean that she 
could not conscientiously unduly 
expose her body, whether in a 
bathing suit, play suit or evening 
gown, even though the fashion 
might be to do so. She would be 
different whenever that is neces- 
sary to obey the Scriptures and 
please Christ. 

Fifth, and the Christian woman 
should always remember that her 
chief adornment is that meek and 
quiet spirit which in the sight of 
God is of great price (I Pet. 3:4), 
and that shamefacedness and sob- 
riety which becometh women pro- 
fessing godliness, according to I 
Timothy 2:9,10. A prayerful, mo- 
dest heart, seeking to be beautiful 
in character and to be as pleasing 
to al] as one can be without dis- 
pleasing Christ, seems to me tobe 
the proper attitude for a Christian 
woman about dress. _ 


I think that Christian’ men’ 
might heed this matter of dress 
very carfully, too. I do not believe 
it wise for men to go naked to 
the waist in a mixed crowd, 
whether in swimming trunks or at 
work. I do not believe that little 
children ought to be put in sun 
suits that unduly expose them and 
get them accustomed to a shame- 
less lack of modesty and indif- 
ference to nakedness. Every 
Christian ought to remember that 
his body is the temple of the Holy 
Spirit and that it ought to be 
reverently and sacredly kept. The 
Christian woman should keep her 
body for her husband. The Christ- 
ian husband should keep his body 
for his wife. And all of us should 
keep our bodies as the temples of 
the Holy Ghost with a conscious- 
ness of our weakness but with a 


‘We would never get our glorified 
body ,if Jesus didn’t come.’ In 
fact, our salvation ig not complete 
until Jesus comes, Our sou}! has 
been redeemed; but our body has 
not — according to I Peter 1:4, 5: 
“To an inheritance -incorruptible, 
and undefiled, and that fadeth not 
away, reserved in heaven for you, 
Who are kept by the power of 
God through faith unto salvation 
ready to be revealed in the last 
time.” Peter says, ‘Our salvation 
is kept by faith, or reserved in 
Heaven, ready to be revealed in 
the last day.’ We would never 
get our glorified body if Jesus 
didn’t return. 

James believed Jesus would 

come again and said so: “Be 
patient therefore, brethren, unto 
the coming of the Lord” (James 
5:7). 
* Jude also believed Jesus would 
come again: “Anc Enoch also, 
the seventh from Adam, prophe- 
sied of these, saying, Behold, the 
Lord cometh with ten thousand 
of his saints, To execute judg- 
ment upon all, and to convince all 
that are ungodly among them of 
all their ungodly deeds which they 
have ungodly committed, and of 
all their’ hard speeches which un- 
godly sinners have spoken against 
him” (Jude 14, 15). 

The beloved John, who layed 
his head on Jesus’ breast, be- 
lieved Jesus would come again 
and speaks of His return many 
times in his writings: “And now, 
little children, abide in him; that, 
when he shall appear, we may 
have confidence, and not. be 
ashamed before him at his 
coming”’ (I John 2:28). 


Peter says, “For we have not 
followed cunningly devised fables, 
when we made known unto you the 
power and coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, but were eyewit- 
nesses of his majesty” (II Pet. 
1:16). Peter says, ‘Oh, no! I’m 
not dreaming or following a lot 
of foolish fables. I saw with my 
own eyes the second coming of 
Christ in type. It was so glorious, 
So wonderful that I wanted to build 
three tabernacles and continue to 
live in that glorious atmosphere!’ 
Matthew .17, when Jesus was 
transfigured, is the time Peter 
was referring to here. The trans- 
figuration was a perfect type of 
His second coming. Peter, James, 
and John were a type of the 
Jewish remnant that shall see 
Him when He comes; Elijah was 
a type of the translated saints; 
Moses a type of the resurrected 
saints. 


And next, we would like to 
mention the Lord’s Supper in con- 
nection with the Lord’s return. 
“For as often as ye eat this bread, 
and drink this cup, ye do shew the 
Lord’s death till ne come” (I Cor. 
11:26). The Lord’s Supper is not 
a permanent ordinance. It will be 
discontinued when the Lord re- 
turns. It is a memorial feast. It 
looks back to the cross and for- 
ward to His coming. 

Then we have the testimony of 
the heavenly beings. “And while 
they looked stedfastly towards 
heaven as he went yp, behold, two 
men stood by them in_ white 
apparel; Which also said, Ye men 


of Galilee, why stand ye gazing 


up into heaven? this. same Jesus, 
which is taken up from you into 
heaven, shall so come in like man- 
ner as ye have seen him go into 
heaven” (Acts 1:10, 11). 

This passage of Scripture de- 
clares that the same Jesus shall 
return, and return in like manner 
as He went up. His going was 
visible, personal; His return shall 
be visible and personal. The two 
men who stood by and promised 
the. disciples that Jesus would re- 
turn could have been Moses and 
Elijah. They appeared with Jesus 
on the Mount of Transfiguration, 
and doubtless were the two men 
who testified to the women at the 
tomb that Jesus had risen. Some 


think they shall be the two wit- 


nesses in Revelation 11, who shall 
testify during the tribulation 
period. : 
Beloved, there is no fact in all 
history more clearly established 
than the fact of His first coming. 
But His first coming did not 


fulfill all the prophesies associated 


desire to please God. 
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with His coming. It is evident 
that there must be another coming 
to completely fulfill them. The 
religious leaders of Christ’s day 
failed to distinguish between the 
prophecies of that related to His 
first coming and those that related 
to His second coming and that is 
the reason that they rejected Him. 
Today—as in the day of His birth 
—we have the same group of blind 
religious leaders. 


In I Peter 1:10, 11, we are told 
that the sufferings of Christ 
would precede His glory. The 
prophets themselves did not see 
that there was a time-space be- 
tween the cross and the crown 
and that the cross would precede 
the crown; but we have light that 
they didn’t have. We can easily 
pick out the Scriptures that were 
fulfilled at Christ’s first coming 
and apply what is left to His 
second coming. 


If we understoog the whole 
mediatorial work of Christ as 
Prophet, Priest and King, we 
would easily see the second coming 
to be imperative. The cross repre« 
sents the first coming and the 
crown his second coming. 


Between the fall of man and His 
first coming we have the altar, 
which points backwards to the 
fall and forward to the cross. 

Between the first coming and 
the second coming we have the 
table, which points backward .to 
the first coming and forward to 
the second coming. “As oft as ye 
eat of his bread ye do shew the 
Lord’s death till he come.” 
“Death” is the past, backward. 
“Till he come” is future. Back- 
ward to the cross, forward to His 
second coming and the surrender 
of the kingdom, we have the 
throne, which points backward to 
the second coming and forward 
to the surrender of the kingdom 
to the Father. 


All of this simply means that as 
a Prophet, He died for our justi- 
fication; as a Priest, He lives at 
the right hand of God as our Ad- 
vocate and Sanctifier. And when 
He comes again as our King it 
will be for the glorification, 


Amen! Praise the Lord! Hal- 
lelujah!! Even ‘so come, Lord 
Jesus. 


2. According To The Scoffers 

I believe the majority of pro- 
fessing Christians believe in the 
second comingsof Christ; but as to 
the time and the manner, many 
of us could not agree. The post- 
millennial scoffers hold to dif- 
ferent theories. We only have 
space to mention a few. 

They say that His coming again 
was spiritual and was fulfilled 
at Pentecost. It was not the 
coming of Jesus, but the fulness 
of the Holy Spirit that came at 
Pentecost. Did not Jesus say to 
His disciples, “It is expedient for 
you that I go away; for if I go 
not away, the Comforter will not 
come unto you; but if I depart, I 
will send him ‘unto you” (John 
16:7)? Now if Jesus came at 


Pentecost, that would make Him 


and the Holy Spirit the same, and 
there would be no Trinity. Oh, no! 
Jesus did not come at Pentecost. 
The whole New Testament was 
written after Pentecost and de- 
clares more than 150 times that 
the second coming of Christ was 
still future. None of the events 
that are to accompany the second 
coming of Christ happened at 
Pentecost, such as the resurrection 
of the dead, the translation of the 
living saints- and the binding of 
Satan. 

“Death is the coming of the 

rd,” someone says. One of the 
most popular funeral texts is 
found in Matthew 25:13, “Watch, 
therefore, for ye know neither the 
day nor the hour wherein the Son 
of man cometh.” The context 


| shows that this refers to a future 
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| Jerusalem (Zech. 14:4-11). 


coming of Christ. The fact is that 
the believer goes to Christ at 
death and not Christ to the be 
liever. Death is always spoken 
of as a departure. “Absent from 
the body, present with the Lord,” 
according to II Corinthians 5:6, & 

Then another ridiculous theory 
that the postmillennial scoffers 
advance is that the destruction of 
Jerusalem -in A.D. 70 by the 
Romans was the second coming 
of Christ. Jesus was not per- 
sonally present at the destruction 
of Jerusalem. The Roman Em- 
peror, with his soldiers, destroyed 
the Temple. None of the cataclys- 
mic changes that are to occur at 
Jerusalem and in the land of 
Palestine at Christ’s coming hap- 
pened at the destruction of 
Christ 
is not coming back to destroy 
Jerusalem but to restore it (Zech. 
12:10). The Book of the Revela- 
tion was written twenty-six years 
after the destruction of Jerusalem 
and speaks of the second coming 
of Christ as being still future. 


The last tneory of the post- 
millennial scoffers that we shall 
have time for is the most familiar 
of all, and that is getting the 
world converted; the leavening 
process. Everywhere I go I hear 
people praying for the advance- 


ment of the kingdom. You must; 


first have a kingdom before it 
can be advanced. The kingdom of 
Christ will come when Jesus 
comes. You cannot have a king- 
dom without a king. The King has 
been rejected. Christ is not now 
setting up His kingdom on David's 
throne. Paul says that we are 
to preach the gospel, to take out 
of this world a people for His 
name. The leaven theory: cannot 
be the second coming of. Christ, 
for it is gradual, whereas the 
Scriptures declare the return of 
the Lord shall be sudden and yn- 
expected, as a thief in the night 
(Matt. 24:27). The leaven theory 
or getting the world converted is 
a process, while the Scriptures 
speak of the return of the Lord as 
an event. Again the spreading 
of the gospel brings salvation to 
the wicked,. whereas the second 
coming of Christ brings sudden 
destruction. 

3. According To The New Testa- 
ment Structure 

The very structure of the New 
Testament demands that Christ 
shall return before the millennium. 

Revelation 20:5 tells ys that 
when Christ comes, He is going 
to raise the dead, that may reign 
with Him during the millennium. 
Hence the righteous dead are not 
to be raised till the beginning of 
the millennium, and_ therefore 
there can be no millennium until 
Christ comes. 

Matthew 13:40-43 tells us that 
when Christ comes He is going to 
separate the wheat from the tares.

Wow since the millennium is to 
be a universal righteousness, the 
tares and the wheat must be 
separated before the millennium; 
therefore, there can be no millen- 
niums yntil Christ comes 


Revelation 20:1-3 tells us that 
Satan shall be bound. But since 
he is to be bound during the mil- 
lennium, there can be no miltlen- 
nium until Christ comes. 


We learn from II Thessalonians 
2:8 that the Antichrist is to be 
destroyed, but he must be de 
stroyed before the millennium; 
therefore we can have no millen- 
nium until Christ comes. 

Again we read in Ezekiei 36:24- 
28 that the Jews are to be restored 
to their own land; but they are to 
be home during the millennium, 
and since Christ is to restore them, 
there can be no mellennium unto 
Christ comes. To not see that 
Jesus is coming before the mil- 
lennium is to be in the dark, 
because the structure of the Scrip- 
tures are such that you cannot 
rightly divide the word of truth 
without believing in the second 
coming. 


If. The Purpose of His 
Coming 

i. To Rapture His Church 

The rapture is described in 
I Thessalonians 4:15-18: 

“For this we say unto you by 
the word of the Lord, that we 
which are alive and remain unto 
the coming of the Lord shall not 
prevent them which: are asleep. 
For the Lord Himself shall descend 
from heaven with a shout, with the 
voice of the archangel, and with 
the trump of God: and the dead 
in Christ. shall rise first: Then 
we which are alive and remain 
shall be caught up together with 
them in the elouds, to meet the 
Lord in the air: and so shall we 
ever be with the Lord. Wherefore 


words.” 

From this we see that the rap- 
ture will be twofold. The dead 
in Christ will be raised first; and 
second, the living saints will be 
translated. Jesus revealed the 
twofold character to Martha when 
He was about to raise her brother, 
Lazarus. He said to her, “I am 
the resurrection, and the life: he 
that believeth in me, though he 
were dead, yet shall he live: and 
whosoever liveth and believeth in 
me shall never die” (John 11:25, 
26). In the first part of the 
verse He says, “He that believeth 
im me, though he were dead, yet 
shall he live.” Here He is referring 
to the dead in Christ who shall be 
resurrected when He comes in the 
air. And then He says, “Whoso- 
ever liveth and believeth in me 
shall never die.” He speaks of 
the ones who shall be translated 
when He comes in the air. 

The rapture will be a surprise. 
“Watch therefore: for ye know not 
what hour your Lord doth come. 
But know this, that if the good 
man of the house had known in 
what watch the thief would have 
come, he would have watched, and 
would not have suffered his house 
to have been broken up. There- 
fore be ye also ready: for in such 


an hour as ye think not the Son 


of Man cometh” (Matt. 24:42-44). 
We see from this Scripture that 
Christ will come when the world is 
not expecting Him. He will come 
as a thief comes. A thief does 
not announce his coming. He comes 
for a.certdin purpose. He does 
not take everything in the house. 
He takes only the jewels, the 
money and things of value. He 
leaves the furniture and things of 
that nature. Jesus is going to 
do the same. He is going to take 
only the saints, God’s jewels, and 
leave the chaff, the unsaved. 

The rapture will be elective. It 
will not only separate saints and 
sinners—it will separate husbands 
and wives, brothers and sisters. “I 
teil you, in that night there shall 
be two men in one bed; the one 
shall be taken, and the other shall 
be left. Two women shall be 
grinding together; the one shall 
be taken, and the other left. Two 
men shall be in the field; the one 
shall be taken, and the other left.” 
(Luke 17:34-36). Two in bed indi- 
cates night; two grinding at the 
mill evening or morning; two in 
the field, midnoon. This shows 
that the rapture will happen all 
ever the earth at the same time. 


Some claim that all the church is 
to pass through the tribulation; 
others that only part of the church 
will go through the tribulation; 
put God’s Word says that all the 


church is going to be raptured. 
When I say all the church, I 
mean all the born-again ones of 
every denomination. Paul Says, 
“Christ the first fruits; afterwards 
they that are Christ’s at his 
coming” (I Cor. 15:23). The Word 
says every born-again child of 
God will be taken when Jesus 
comes. 


2..The Purpose Of His Return 
Will Be To Reward His Saints 


After the saints are caught out, 
they are to be judged. This judg- 
ment takes place at the judgment 
seat of Christ. “We must all ap- 
pear before the judgment seat of 
Christ; that every one may re- 
ceive the things done in his body, 
according to that he hath done, 
whether it be good or bad” (II 
Cor. 5:10). The pronoun “we” 
occurs twenty-six times in this 
chapter, and in every instance it 
means the believer. And _ the 
epistle is addressed to the church 

. at Corinth,” so the judgment 
here spoken of is for believers 
only. This judgment is not to 
see whether one is saved or lost. 
It is a judgment for the saved 
only. 

THE NEW TESTAMENT 
SPEAKS OF FIVE CROWNS. 

(a.) The Crown of Life. 

“Blessed is the man that en- 
dureth temptation: for when he 
is tried, he shall receive the crown 
of life, which the Lord hath prom- 
ised to them that love him” 
(James 1:12). This is the martyr’s 
crown. It does not say “until 
death,” but “unto death.” They 
were not to turn back, but re- 
main faithful unto a martyr’s 
death. To turn back was to lose 
the crown. This. refers to the 
martyrs of the tribulation period. 

(b.) The Crown of Glory 


This is the elder’s or pastor’s 
crown, given by the Chief Shep- 
herd when He shall appear. But 
it is not for those who serve for 
filthy lucre or lord it over God’s 
heritage. 

“Feed the flock of God which is 
among you, taking the oversight 
thereof, not by constraint, but 
willingly; not for filthy lucre, buat 
of a ready mind; Neither as being 
lords over God’s heritage, but 
being ensamples to the flock. 
And when the chief Shepherd shall 
appear, ye shall receive a crown 
of glory that fadeth not away” 
(I Pet. 5:2-4). 

(c.) The Crown of Rejoicing 

“For what is our hope, or joy, 
or crown of rejoicing? Are not 
even ye in the presence of our 
Lord Jesus Christ at his coming? 
For ye are our glory and joy” (I 
Thess. 2:19). Too, this is the soul- 
winner’s crown. Those brought 
to Jesus by us will be our crown 
of rejoicing at His coming. 

(d:) The Crown of Righteous- 
ness 

Henceforth, there is laid up for 
me a crown of righteousness, 
which the Lord, the _ righteous 
judge, shall give me at that day: 
and not to me only, but unto all 
them also that love his appear- 
ing” (Il Tim. 4:8). This is a 
special crown ‘given to all who 
love the second coming of Christ. 

(e.) The Incorruptible Crown 

“And every man that striveth 
for the mastery is temperate i 
all} things. Now they do-it t 


obtain a corruptible crown; but} 


we an incorruptible. I therefore 
So run, not as uncertainly; so fight 
I, not as one that beateth the air: 
but I keep under my body, and 
bring it into subjection? lest that 
by any means, when I have 
preached to others, I myself should 
be a castaway” (I Cor. 9:25-27). 
This is the victor’s crown — for 
those Who do not yield to fleshly 
lusts; who separate themselves 
from the world, and live a godly 
life. 
3. The Purpose of His Return 
KS to Reveal His Wrath 
“For then shall be great tribula- 
tion, such as was not since the 
beginning of the world to this 
time, no, nor ever shall be. And 
except those days should be 
shortened, there should no flesh be 
saved: but for the elect’s sake 
those days shall be shortened’ 
(Matt. 24:21, 22). Remember the 


Jesus, and the terrible wrath that 
God is going to pour out will be 
poured out on those who are left 
behind, This awful, terrible judg- 
ment begins with the opening of 
the seals. Heaven is no longer 
engaged in “grace alone, but in 
judgment. My! how I would like 
to have space enough to explain 
each of the seals, trumpets, and 
the vials that are going “to be 
poured out on the wicked; but I 
only have space enough to men- 
tion very little. 

You who have been ashamed of 
Jesus; you who have procrasti- 
nated; you who have | despised 
Jesus, will be reaping your har- 
vest. Some of you act as if you 
think God is a bellhop who will 
come running every time you call. 
But, my friend, you are going to 
experience some terrible torment 
in this period of time. You say; 
“IT might miss it.” If you do, my 
unsaved friend, you will be in Hell, 
and that is like jumping out of 
the frying pan into the fire. 

“Because I have called, and ye 


hand, and no man regarded; But 
ye have set at nought all my coun- 
sel, and would none of my reproof: 
I also will laugh at your calamity; 
I will mock when your fear com- 
eth; When your fear cometh as 
desolation, and your destruction 
cometh as a whirlwind: when 
distress and anguish cometh upon 


me, but I will not answer; they 
shall seek me early, but they shall 
not fing me: for that they hated 
knowledge, and did no choose the 
fear of the Lord’’—Prov. 1:24-29. 


God is not unmindful of your 
wrath and your wicked heart. His 
wrath burns against some of you 
worse than against many sinners 
in Hell burning right today. I 
like the old songs my mother use 
to sing. ‘They shall cry for rocks 
and mountains when the stars be- 
gin to fall. And when the moon 
turns to blood, they shall seek 
death and death shall flee from 
them.” Yoy don’t hear much of 
that kind of singing these days. 


I have no patience with Bible 


press was trodden without the 
city, and blood came out of the 
winepress, even unto the horse 
bridles, by the space of a thousand 
and six hundred furlongs” (Rev. 
14:20). For two hundred miles 
around Armageddon, the carriage 
will be so great that the blood will 
be up to the horses’ bits. Jesus 
came the first time meek and 
lowly—born in another man’s 
barn, buried in another man’s 
tomb. But, thank God, He is 
‘coming the second time in His 
revelation, in power and great 
glory! 


2. He Will Restore Israel 


“For I will take you from among 
the heathen, and gather you out 
of all countries, and will bring you 
into your own land. Thén will I 
sprinkle clean water upon you, 
and .ye shall be clean: from all 
your filthiness, and from all your 


mee 


idols, will I cleanse you. A new 
heart also will I give you, and a 
new spirit will I put within you: 
and I will take away the stony 


heart out of your flesh, and I 


will give an heart of flesh, And 
I will put my spirit within you, 
and cause you to walk in my 
statutes, and ye shall keep my 
judgments, and do them.”—Ezek. 
36 324-27, 

The Scriptures concerning the 
restoration of the Jews are as 
plain as the nose on your face. 
In the above Scripture we have 
a clear picture of salvation. “A 
new heart,” “A new Spirit” will be 
given the Jews who are left alive, 
when they are regathered for the 
kingdom of Christ. 


“And I will pour out upon the 
house of David, and upon the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem, the spirit

is sending: $100 to help provide 
free beds for preachers who could 
not otherwise come to the Cedar 
Lake, Indiana, Conference on Re- 
vival July 16-24. Others will be 
helping to do the same thing, I 
trust, for other conferences. So 
we invite pastors and mingsterial 
students who could not’ otherwise 
come to the conferences to let us 
know and we will undertake to 
furnish inexpensive beds free for 
such pastors, ministerial students, 
etc. 

We cannot furnish beds for 
pastors’ wives. We cannot furnish 
transportation nor meals. But 
depending on the Lord for help, 
we will furnish free beds for such 
ministers as write us that they 
could not otherwise come. But 
each pastor must ‘send $1.00 
registration fee as evidence of 
good faith and to hold a place. 
We will not hold places without 
the registration fee. 

So many accounts come of mini- 
sters set on fire for God through 
these conferences that we ask 
those who feel impressed to invest 
in this work to help us. It will 
cost, we think, an average of 
about $8 to furnish a bed for a 
minister at one of these confer- 
ences. How many will pay for 
a bed for a preacher and thus 
make possible his coming?
